Allowable Subject Matter/Double Patenting 
Applicant notes, with appreciation, the indicated allowability of claims 45-46 and 49-72. 
In particular, in paragraph 15 of the Official Action, the Examiner indicated claims 45-46 and 
49-72 would be allowable if appropriate terminal disclaimers were filed to overcome the double- 
patenting rejections set forth in the Official Action. Claims 45-139 were rejected for 
obviousness-type double patenting over certain claims of U.S. Patent Nos. 5,946,119, 6,556,326 
and 6,744,992. Applicant encloses herewith appropriate terminal disclaimers to obviate these 
double-patenting rejections. 

35 U.S.C. § 102(e) and 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 73-78, 81-96, 98- 139 and 142-143 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) or 
U.S.C. § 103(a). These claims have been cancelled without prejudice, rendering the rejections 
thereof moot.
